SUBJECT: Request for Guidance on Noel Field 


Mr. Long telephoned me today regarding a request by Alfred Friendly, 
the WASHINGTON POST, who states the POST contemplates running a series of 
stories on Noel Field by an Hungarian refugee, the main theme being that 
Field is a long-time Communist. The POST asks guidance as to whether it 
should proceed with such a series. 


Recommend no guidance be given. 


Obviously the POST will accept an affirmative answer as CIA's belief 
of Field's guilt--that he is a long-time Communist--and there follows the 
possibility of the POST's letting it be known in publishing ami perhaps 
governmental circles that the CIA is of the same belief as the writer of 

_ the series. If the POST is told it should not publish the series, then i: 
would appear that CIA believes Field was not a long-time Communist. We 
would be participating in public judgment of a loyalty case, even though 
CIA per se does not appear. 


The publication of the series or the failure to publish will not in 
any way, it appears, further the intelligence or security efforts of (IA 
or of the Gountry, and is purely a matter of publishing enterprise of the 
POST. 


Joe Harsch, of the CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR, whom you know, tol:l me 
recently he would like to get the facts on ffield, for, he said, it wil 
bring out the truth about Alger Hiss and Lawrence Duggan. So the Field 
story will have implications beyond the Field family.
